A very sharp debate took place on 
the subject of Family Allowance, The 
wisdom of this legislation was 
questioned by one of the Ontario 
Senators and strongly supported by 
another, 

By next June, one billion dollars 
wil] have been paid out to the child- 
ren of Canada below the age of 16 
years. The cheques are made out 
to the mothers. The Dominon gov- 
ernment has paid in 1948 to 3,873,- 
268 children, sums up to $8.00 per 
month. The average payment was 
$13.25 to each of the 1,724,179 fam- 
ilies, 

When the family Allowance Bill 
was first passed in 1945, Mr. King 
arranged that not one dollar would be 
paid out until after the election so 
that it would not be regarded as an 
election bribe, It was estimated at 
that time that the cost of adminis- 
trating the act would be about 3 per 
cent. It has only been 1% percent so 
that of every $100 paid out, $98.50

Place Names 


In Canada 
Lack Beauty 


REGINA, — During the last few 
years there has been a. distinct 
change in the choice of names for 
Canadian sites, 

And in the words of a Saskatche- 
wan historian, “The names they give 
nowadays don’t mean anything.” 

Zachary M, Hamilton, Secretary of 
the Saskatchewan Historical Society, 
SayS many modern place-names are 
“exceedingly silly and show a singu- 
lar lack of individuality.” 

A few of our beautiful—and ordi- 
nary—names are straight importa- 
tions or “steals” from the old coun- 
try. Glasnevin, Sask., was named af- 
ter a cemetery in Ireland and Innis- 
fail is another Irish name. 

One string of towns in Saskatche- 
wan along a railway line is all nam- 
ed after relatively unknown railroad- 
ers, 

All over Canada the general prac- 
tice of naming lakes, mountains and 
town-sites after a minor contempor- 
ary figure is increasing. 

But names linked to attual local 
history or local description are be- 
coming a thing of the past, 

Mr. Hamilton says many of this 
province’s most beautiful names— 
chosen many years ago—came from 
the Cree, “a gerftte; soft, lovely and 
very descriptive Indian language.” 
Names like Sintaluta and Moosomin 
are from the Cree, 


Saskatchewan May

The Alberta House has two bills 
introduced dealing with the handling 
of coatse grains. One is complement- 
ary legislation to that passed by the 
Lominion Government a year ago, 
This cannot become effective unless 
Manitoba passes similar legislation, 
This would make way for the handl- 
ing of coarse grains by the Canadian 
Wheat Board. The other one is 
marketing legislation which would 
enable the province to take. advantage 
of a marketing act now ‘before the 
federa] house. It is uncertain at this 
time as to which of these methods 
may be used inthe handling of coarse 
graing.
